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COUNCIL SAYS 
IT REAFFIRMS 
RYPASS NEED 


Gettysburg 
borough 
council, 
meeting Monday evening at the 
engine house, voted to restate its 
opinion that a Route 15 bypass 
is needed and declined to offi­ 
cially make any statement con­ 
cerning location of the proposed 
new road. 
That,decision was reached after 
a lengthy 
discussion 
in 
which 
councilmen noted that “there seem 
to 
be 
numerous 
variations 
of 
where people would like it put.” 
The discussion began when one 
councilman asked whether coun­ 
cil should make any recommen­ 
dations at the public hearing on 
the bypass Wednesday morning 
at IO o’clock. 


Council Agrees 
.All agreed with the statement 
of Council President Glenn Guise 
that: “The location should be left 
to the experts who have studied 
traffic flow and the least expen­ 
sive way to build it. If we wanted 
to make a recommendation we 
should have all the facts before 
us and at present we have none.” 
As a result the council voted 
merely to make a statement that 
council “reaffirms its request of 
1957” asking that a bypass be 
built. Individual councilmen, how­ 
ever, declared that they will at­ 
tend the meeting to express their 
personal opinions. 
Council elected Daniel E 
Mil­ 
ler, N. Stratton St , a member of 
the police force for the last 13 
years, as a “corporal” under the 
new rating set up established last 
month. He will also have charge 
of the criminal investigations con­ 
ducted by the department and in 
the absence of the chief will be in 
charge of the force The appoint­ 
ment raised his pay from $3,600 
to $3,800 per year. 
Jacobs 
Raised 
The pay of Donald Jacobs, cus­ 
todian at the engine house, was 
raised from $3,300 to $3,600 and he 
will work 312 hours more a year, 
one hour a day more, as operator 
of the quick call system. 
The new hours set for the quick 
call system were: Jacobs.

URGES WA6E, 
INCOME TAX 
FOR SCHOOLS 


The wage or earned income tax 
was recommended to school direc­ 
tors of Adams County today as 
“one of the better taxes left to 
local school districts” in an ad­ 
dress this morning by Donald 
Troen, Sunbury, at the annual 
convention-picnic of the county 
school 
directors’ association at 
the South Mountain Fairgrounds, 
near Arendtsville. 
Treon, who is a former presi­ 
dent of the state school directors' 
association and now secretary of 
the Sunbury Joint School Dis­ 
trict, said real estate is bearing 
“at least a fair share” of the lo­ 
cal tax burden and the earned 
income tax is gaining in popular­ 
ity as a “fair and equal” tax that 
will provide more local money for 
schools. 
He urged "good timing and a 
good publicity job” before a wage 
tax is levied and said that dis­ 
tricts wishing to install a wage 
tax by next July should start pre­ 
liminary work next January. A 
wage tax levied by school dis­ 
tricts cannot be collected from 
nonresidents although one by mu­ 
nicipalities covers both residents 
and nonresidents, Treon pointed 
out. 
Urges Separate System* 
He advised a separate system 
for collecting the earned income 
tax “to protect the privacy of 
the taxpayer’s income figures.” 
In Sunbury, he said, they are 
carefully guarded in a separate 
office. Employers generally are 
willing 
to withhold 
the 
wage 
levy and about 65 per cent (rf the 
wage tax is collected that way. 
Other persons pay their earned 
income tax on the basis of quar­ 
terly estimates or final annual 
returns in a way comparable to 
that followed on federal income 
taxes. 
All persons whose wages are 
not withheld at their place of em­ 
ployment pay taxes as profes­ 
sional people or farm ers or other 
self-employed who file quarterly 
estimates and a final annual re­ 
turn when adjustments are made.

NEW GARBAGE 
RULE FAVORS 
ADAMS FIRM 


An ordinance was adopted by 
borough council Monday evening 
at its meeting in the engine house 
giving the garbage collector a 
monopoly and the town a “life and 
death” control over the collector. 
The new four-page, 2 000-word 
ordinance 
amending 
a 
prior 
ordinance provides that only one 
garbage 
license 
can 
be 
given 
at one time — and that for a 
tv > y ear period. 
Mrs. 
Jam es 
Scnwenk, 
who 
presented 
the 
ordinance 
and 
recommended its adoption, said 
it was the work of "three months 
study by my committee ” She 
also said, 
“ It 
provides 
for 
a 
monopoly. All public utilities have 
a monopoly because it is the only 
way to guarantee that the work 
will be done properly. Our town 
is too small to have competition 
between garbage collectors and 
have 
them 
operate 
properly. 
Whoever is engaged will ha*e to 
operate at a profit to keep going 
— and we’ve had so much trouble 
before we don’t want to get into 
that difficulty again.” 
Ow* Adam * Co. 
She also said, “This gives the 
Adams Sanitation Co. a break, 
but we think we owe them one 
because they saved us from a bad 
situation.” 
The ordinance provides that the 
books of the company holding the 
license for garbage and debris 
disposal will be open at all times 
to the borough: that the borough 
will study each year the profit 
and loss statement and lower the 
rates charged by the company if 
it shows more than a “ fair” ’ 
profit.” 
It 
also 
provides 
for 
revocation of the license if the 
company refuses to collect at any 
place at “the price set forth in 
his 
schedule.” 
It 
provides 
a 
license 
fee 
(rf 
15 
cents 
per 
customer to be paid annually to 
the borough; lists regulations as 
to the type vehicle that may be 
used, 
and 
provides 
that 
the 
license must furnish a bond “for 
full and faithful 
performance.”

“for failure to comply” wit4! all 
term s of the ordinance.

Novena devotions in honor of 
the feast of the Assumption, an 
annual tradition, will be held at 
the Grotto of the Blessed Virgin, 
Mount St. Mary’s College, Em­ 
mitsburg, from August 7-15 in­ 
clusive, at 7 p.m. 
Rt. Rev. George Mulcahy, rector 
of the seminary, and Rev. Hugh 
Phillips, college chaplain and di­

The grotto, the oldest Lourdes 
replica in the United States, dates 
back to the founding of the col­ 
lege in 1808.

Three Children From Hoffman Orphanage Are Killed 
And Sixteen Are Injured When Truck Conveying Them 
From Swimming Party Veers Out Of Control. Crashes 


A 
half-ton 
slake 
body 
truck swerved out of con­ 
trol four miles from Lit­ 
tlestown on the Harney Rd. 
at 4:15 o'clock Monday aft­ 
ernoon bringing death to 
three youths of the Hoff­ 
man Home for Children and 
injury to 17 others, includ­ 
ing the 22-year-old driver 
of the vehicle, Lynn Gay- 
tor, recreation director at 
the home. 
Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams 
County coroner, said Walter 
Barry 
Bupp, 
Rouzerville, 
and Patrick Gipe, Shippens­ 
burg, both 15, died instant­ 
ly at the scene. The third 
youth, Raymond Mark Pla* 
saj, 14, Baltimore, died this 
morning at 7:45 o'clock at 
the Warner Hospital. 
Skid marks on the two- 
lane blacktop road indicated 
that the vehicle swerved 
from left to right several 
times before it landed on 
its right side against the 
embankment, then swerved 
across the road and came 
to a stop on its wheels, 
headed 
in 
the 
direction 
from which it had come. 
Some observers at the 
scene said the truck could 
have 
developed 
a 
faulty 
steering 
wheel, 
defective 
brakes or some other me- 
',l'*ni'**l 
difficulty 
before 
the 
fatal 
mishap 
which 
caused the driver to lose 
control, 
Had Been Swimming 
Dr. Crist said the Bupp youth 
died 
of 
abdominal 
injuries, 
a 
fractured left hip and a severe 
puncture wound of the abdomen. 
He was thrown from the truck 
when it ran into a five-foot em­ 
bankment on the north side of 
the road. Clutched in his hand 
as he lay on the roadway was 
a wrapper off a chocolate bar 
which he apparently had been 
eating as the 19 children rode to­ 
ward the home following an aft­ 
ernoon’s 
swimming 
party 
at

for this school year if the classes 
are not graded.” 
Cites Added Cost 
Lowe said the additional cost 
of transporting the children to 
Orrtanna would be about $1,620 
for the school year. He added 
that the state department of edu­ 
cation pays nearly 80 per cent 
of the cost and the school would 
lose this income if the classes 
were not graded. 
The second objection was “ be­ 
cause of unnecessary travel for 
the children, making the day eith­ 
er longer or their classroom work 
shorter. The board replied that 
the time difference in the trans­ 
portation (rf the two schools is 
about IO minutes.

Kennedy invites the voters to 
rally behind the banner of eas­ 
ier money, federal outlays to stim ­ 
ulate income, consumption and 
employment, and higher taxes if 
need be to meet “ national re­ 
sponsibilities’’ at home or over­ 
seas. 
Nixon stands for "fiscal respon­ 
sibility” ; stern use of the tight- 
money weapon against inflation;

HARRISBrRG (A P '-T h e Law­ 
rence Administration says a first- 
year revenue deficit of $27,800,000 
may be entirely wiped out by the 
end of the 1959-61 biennium next 
May 31. 
Lawrence 
and 
Administration 
Secretary David H. Kurtzman told 
the governor's weekly news con­ 
ference 
Monday 
that 
revenues 
were some $3,000,000 above budg-j 
*t estimates in both June and; 
July. 
The surplus, they said, reduced 
;he shortage to $21,900,000 for the 
14-month period. 
Better Collections 
The governor said better econ­ 
omic conditions and improvement 
in the systems of collecting the 4 
per cent sales and ase tax were 
responsible for bringing collection 
figures closer to estimates. 
Despite the increase in collec­ 
tions, a prepared statement show­ 
ed sales tax revenues for the bi­ 
ennium to date were $9,700,000 be­ 
low budget estimates. 
The corporate net income-tax, 
another chief revenue producer, 
was running $10,500,000 under esti­ 
mates for the period. 
Holding Costs Down 
“ Should the economic conditions 
improve sufficiently, and with our 
improved administration of this 
tax, it is feasible that sales tax 
collections might reach our origi­ 
nal estimates by the end of the 
biennium.” Laurence said in the 
statement, adding: 
“ Corporate tax collections still 
pose a serious problem. De.-<pite 
increased sales, corporate income 
for the first half of this year Is 
not encouraging.^“ 
Kurtzman, the governor’s chief 
financial adv user, said there still 
would be a deficit in some spend­ 
ing programs, such as public as­ 
sistance. But. he said: 
"We think that economies in ad­ 
ministration will wipe off part of 
it ” 
“We are trying to keep expendi­ 
tures down in every way we pas 
sibly can,” Lawrence added. 
Right To Delay 
The governor pointed out that a 
$4,800,000 deficit in the selective 
business 
taxes 
was 
“ primarily 
brought about by the failure of 
some of the national banks to pay 
the bank shares tax.” 
But. he defended the right of 
the banks to delay the payments 
until courts rule on the constitu­ 
tionality of the tax. 
“ I think they have a perfect 
right to do that,” Lawrence said. 
“I wish they weren’t doing it. I 
wish they would pay the taxes 
But then, if they won the case. 
we would have to pay them back.” 
The governor said that getting 
more money for schools is “ one 
of the things we have to m eet” 
in the 1961 budget.

senhower and Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev together at the 
conference table. 
Chief U.S. delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge brushed off the Soviet pro­ 
posal at a news conference at the 
.summer White Hoase in Newport. 
IR L Presumably he spoke with 
the President’s authorization. 
The Soviet proposal accompa­ 
nied a Kremlin objection of the 
American proposal that the 82- 
member l .N. Disarmament Com­ 
mission be called into session this 
month. Lodge said the Soviet re­ 
ply showed the Soviets “really 
don’t want disarm am ent.” 
“In Good Faith" 
“The United States made its 
proposal in good faith.” Lodge de­ 
clared, but the Soviet counter pro­ 
posal amounts to “a cynical at­ 
tempt to prevent progress.” 
Soviet Ambassador Platon D. 
Morozov called for the summit dis­ 
armament meeting in 
a letter 
Monday to Luis Padilla Nervo of 
Mexico, chairman of the disarm a­ 


ment commission. 
Rejecting Padilla Nervo’s call 
for a commission meeting Aug. j 
15, Morozov asserted that disarm a-; 
ment talks could only be success­ 
ful if held at the proper level.

Intrigued By Reversal 
“The 
Soviet 
government 
be­ 
lieves that personal participation 
of the heads of government of 
member states of the United Na­ 
tions in the discussion of the dis­ 
armament problem at the General; 
Assembly would answer this pur-| 
pose best of all,” the Soviet let­ 
ter said. 
Diplomats at the U.N. were in­ 
trigued by the reversal of Khrash- 
chev’s stand after the abortive 
Paris conference that he would 


not 
negotiate 
with the 
United 
States at the summit until Eisen­ 
hower left the White House. 
Morozov asserted that the U S 
propasal for a disarmament com 
mission session was inspired bj 
“considerations 
connected 
wit I 
the internal situation in the Unit 
ed States.” 
It said the U.S. governmen 
wanted the meeting “to concea 
its unwillingness to achieve ar 
agreement on this question.”
